The misapprehensions in regard to 


the proposed bond issue amendment 
are lapidly passing away. It is now 
generally understood that the amend- 
ment would not require tne issuance 
of $30,000,000 of bonds all at once, 
but that the $50,000,000 is the limit to 
which tlie Commonwealth may be 
bonded for roads, and that it is en- 
tirely within the control of the Legis- 
lature to say how many bonds may be 
put out and in what quantities. The 
$50,000,000 limit is exactly the same 
as the 7 per cent, of assessed valua- 
tion, which is the limit for counties, 
boroughs or townships to incur debt 
for improvements to streets or sewers. 
The General Assembly can fix any 
limiu it chooses for any year's issues 
of bonds. Moreover, the general pol- 
icy which governs issues of bonds 
these days is to make them fit the 
needs, so that a certain number may 
be put out each year with the under- 
standing that at the end of five years 
a certain number may be called in and 
redeemed from the sinking fund.
